Continuing, Wardwell said he had left
the old parties because he could not con-
scientionsly stay.

Twe
ago he was & lree-md';r. but now wasa
protectiomist in a mild manner, He did
not believe in the silver plank, but be was
willing to sacrifice all his feelings if the
convention said to him vote for Prohibition
and that alone.

PEILADELPHIA HAS A STORM
One Man Killea by Lightning and Beveral
Injured by the Wind's Misslles.

PHILADELPHTIA, June 30.—Between 1
and 2 o'clock to-dby a terrific thonder and
lightning storm, accompanied by torrents of
rain snd 8 heavy wind, passed over the city
doing considernble damage to houses and
trees, killing one man and injuring several
others.

BTOERMS IN CONNECTICUT.

Property Damaged and Peopla Injured by
the Wind and Raln.

WiwsTeEDp, CoNN., June 80.—A thunder,
lightaing and wind storm, secompanied by
tremendous hailstones sod heavy rain,
struck Winsted this afterncon.

LONDON, June 30.—The second ballot on.
the amendment proposed by Sir Charles
Tupper, Canadian High Commissioner to
England,to the resolution submitted by Mr.
Medley to the Congress of the Chamber of
the Empire, resulted to-day in the final de-
feat of the amendment, At the first day’s
session of the Congress Mr. Medley offered
a resolution declaring that a fiscal union
between Great Britain and her ecolonies by
preferential duties, being based upon pro-
tection, would be politieally dangerous snd
that the arrangement that would best con-
duce to an intimate ecommereial union
would be for the self-governing colonies
to adopt, as closely as ciroumstances will
